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PEONIES 

This  un-pretentious  folder  shows  about  200  varieties  of 
Paeonia  Chinensis,  fully  175  of  which  are  entitled  to  be 
listed  among  the  “World’s  Best  Peonies.”  A  dozen  or  more 
of  the  very  recent  creations  are  included,,  which  we  believe 
will  stand  the  test  of  close  observation,  and  receive  a 
high  rating. 

The  number  preceeding  the  name  of  a  variety  is  the 
rating  of  the  American  Peony  Society,  and  except  in  the 
case  of  Japs  and  Singles,  may  safely  be  used  as  a  basis 
of  comparative  merit.  Le  Cygne  99,  as  yet  is  the  nearest 
approach  to  the  100  perfect  mark. 

The  American  Peony  Society,  in  their  recently  issued 
“Peony  Manual,”  give  a  check  list  of  1100  Chinensis  var¬ 
ieties.  From  these  the  Society  has  selected  about  300 
doubles  and  65  Japs  and  Singles,  as  being  most  worthy 
of  Propagation.  These  varieties  are  accurately  described, 
and  they  suggest  that  commercial  growers  offer  no  other 
kind  for  sale  except  these,  and  such  new  varieties  as  have 
not  been  sufficiently  observed,  to  be  properly  classified. 
We  are  following  this  recommendation,  and  are  not  listing 
fully  150  other  good  varieties  that  we  now  grow.  You  may 
buy  any  peony  named  herein,  with  assurance  that  you 
will  get  a  high  class  one. 

The  Japanese  and  Single  peonies  have  been  somewhat 
confused  in  commerce,  and  we  have  not  found  the  ratings 
on  them  to  be  altogether  dependable.  We  are  including 
several  of  them  with  a  low  rating,  that  have  been  univer¬ 
sally  admired  by  visitors  to  our  garden,  and  also  a  few 
of  the  higher  rated  ones,  that  appear  mediocre.  We  are 
importing  a  large  number  this  fall,  because  they  have  been 
highly  recommended.
